RE ISSUES A PROOUMATION. 



Declares the. Convpntlon, as Ampndod 
by United States Senate to Be 
la Bflsd DeeamlMl' S7. 



Every Clauae Thereof Will Be Observ> 
•d and Fulfilled With Oeed 
F«lth My the United tCMM 
and the CItlaMM. 

WashtngtOB, Dec. 18.— The president 
algnad th« Cuban reclj^odty bill a 
fair mlnates before 1 o'clock Thnn* 
dajr afternoon. 

President RooBevelt Issufd the fol- 
lowing proclamation announcing the 
ratiflcation of the reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and Cuba: 
"Br the President of the United States 

of America: 

"A Proclamation— 

"Whereas, A convention between the 
United States of America and the re- 
public of Cuba to facilitate their com- 
mercial Intercourse by Improving the 
conditions of trade between the two 
conntrles, was concluded and signed 
by their respoctive plenlpotentlarlo3 
at the city of Havana on the 11th day 
of December, i;i02, the cris^inal of 
which convention, being In the English 
and Spanish languages, was amended 
by the senate of the United States, 

"And, Whereas, By the terms of the 
paid convention it is provided that the 
ratifications therefoie should be ex- 
changed at the eity of Wa?*ilngton as 
soon as may be before the 31st day of 
Jantiary, 1908, which period was by a 
snitplementary convention signed by 
the respective plenipotentiaries of the 
two countrlee on January 20, 1903, ex- 
tended to the 3lBt day of March, 1903. 

"And, Whereas, The said convention 
ot December 11, 1902, as amended by 
th« senate of the United States, and 
the said supplementary convention of 
January 26, 1903, have been duly rati- 
fied on both parts and the ratlfleations 
of the two governments were exchang- 
ed in the city of Washington on the 
Slat day of March. 1903, 

"And, Whereas, By its resolution of 
llareh 19, 190S, the senate rf the Unit- 
ed States, added to the end of article 
— the said convention of December 
11. 1902, the following amendment: 
'This convention shall npt take effect 
until the same sliall have been ap- 
proved by the congress;' 

"And, Whereas, The congress' gave 
its approval to the said convention by 
an act approved December 17, t9fi3, 
entitled, 'An act to carry into effect a 
convention between the United States 
and the republic of Cuba, signed on 
the 11th day of December, In the year 
1902/ 

"And, Whereas, Satisfactory evi- 
dence has been received by the 
president of the United States, 
that the republic of Cuba has made 
provision to give full effect to the arti- 
cles of the said convention: 

"Now, Therefore, Be it known that 
I, Theodore Roosevelt, president of the 
United States of America, in conform- 
ity with the said act of congress, do 
hereby declare and proclaim the said 
convention, as amended by the senate 
of the United States, to be in effect on 
the 10th day from the data of this, my 
Moclamation. 

"Wherefore, I have caused the said 
convention, as amended by the senate 
of the United States, to be made pub- 
lic to the end that the same and every 
clause thereof amended, may be ob- 
served and fulfilled with good faith by 
the United States and the citizens 
th«reof. 

"In testimony whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the unitad Stittaa of Amarica ba 
alBxed. 

"Done at the City of Washington, 
this 17th day of December. In the year 
of Onr Lord, one thonaand nine hun- 
dred and three and of the Ibdepend- 
ence of the United States ItSth.

Among the Others Indicted Are Ex- 
Adjt. Qen. Leonard W. Colby. Ex- 
atate Banator L.owe and Poet, 
master J. B. MItohell. 

Omaha, Neb., Dec. 18.— The United 
States grand jury Thursdsy made its 
report to the court, returning 19 true 
bills. These Include indictments 
against United States Senator Charles 
H. Deitrlch for alleged Illegal leasing 
of a building to tho government to be 
used as a post office; former Adjt. Gen. 
Leonard W. Colby, for the alleged em- 
bezzlement of government funds; Dan- 
iel Gaines, of Baasett, Neb., tor alleged 
perjury In swearing falsely to home- 
stead entries; former State Senator 
Elliott Lowe, for alleged conspiracy 
to bribe a United States senator; Post- 
master John S. Mitchell, of Alma. Neb., 
charging him with Illegal sale of post- 
age stamps; William M. Irwin, on a 
charge of acting as agent for Mitchell, 
and against R. M. Allen, president of 
the Standard Cattle Co., for the alleged 
illegal fencing of government lands. 

The other Indlctmenta were similar 
to that against Allen, but do not In- 
volve extensive tracts of land. 

The jury reported it had further 
matters unili r consideration. 

The indictments against Senator 
Dietrich and State Senator Lowe are 
In addition to those returned against 
them a week ago. 

Senator Dietrich is rharped with 
violation of sei tinn 3730 of the Revised 
Statutes, which provides that no mem- 
ber or delegate to congress shall "di 
rectly or Indirectly, himself or by any 
other person In trust for him, or for 
his use or benefit, on his account, un- 
dertake, execute, bold or enjoy. In 
whole or in part, any contract or 
agreement made or entered into In be- 
half of the United States, by any ofll- 
cer or person authorized to make con- 
tracU on behalf of the United States." 

The Indictment charges that Sena- 
tor Dietrich leased to the government 
on April 24, 1901, a building at Hast- 
ings, Neb., to be used for a post office, 
at an annual rental of $1,300. There 
Is one count which covers the amount 
received for rental of the building 
from the date of Its lease by the gov- 
ernment up to the prcsiMit time, equal 
to a sum slightly in excess of $2,(il)ii. 

The indictment against former State 
Senator Lowe charges blm with con- 
spiracy to bribe a United States sena- 
tor. Two counts each of $500 are nam- 
ed in the bill. It is charged that these 
amounts were paid to Lowe by Post- 
master John C. Mitchell in considera- 
tion of l.rf>we's endorsement of Mitch- 
ell's candidacy to Senator Dietrich for 
the appointment as poatmaater at Al- 
ma, Neb.

Senor Don (Jonzalo de Quesada 
was at the capitol when the congress 
was convened and he offered a pen for 
the signatures necessary to make the 
reciprocity treaty operative. The pen 
was a gold one with a highly oina- 
nieiited holder. It w a.-^ iisimI by Speak- 
er Cannon, I'n ^-ulc nt I'm Tem. Frye 
and Alexander McDowwell, clerk of 
the house. It accompanied the bill to 
the white honae. where it was used by 
President Roosevelt. The pen will he 
sent to Havana, where it will be placed 
on exhibition In the Cuban palace. 

INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE. 



President Sends * Communication to 
Congresa From Beeretary Hay.

Four Leat Their Livee In a Dynamite 
Bxploalon at Cramer, Pa. 

Dubois, Pa., Dec. 18. — Four Italians 
were killed and two probably fatally 
Injured by a dynamite eaptoaion at 
Cramer, ten miles from here, Thurs- 
day. The men were laborers on grad- 
ing work for the Buffalo, Rochester ft 
Pittsburg road and were blasting. 
Their dynamite was frozen and when 
they attempted to thaw it the eaiplo- 
sion followed, shaking the ground and 
buiidingi for nearly a mile. The bod- 
ies of the four men were gathered up 
In baskets. The Injured were fright- 
fully mangled and were taken to Adri- 
an hoapltal at Punxsutawney.

They Declared They Have 2,000 Men 
Between the Mouth of tits Atrate 
and TIburen, With Bavaral 
Pleeea H ArUllory. 

Colon, Dec. 18.— The United Statee 
cruiser Atlanta, commander, William 

H. Turner, returned here Wednesday 
night from the Gulf of Darien. She 
discovered, December 15, a detachment 
of C'olomblan tro<>i)s, numbering visu- 
ally about 500 men, but according to 
their statements, totaling 1,500 or 2,- 
000 men, at Tltumati. on the weatem 
side ot the gulf. Just north ot the 
mouth of the Atrato river. The com- 
mander of the Atlanta sent ashore an 
offlrer, who convir.^ed with the Co- 
lombian commander. The latter pro- 
tested energetically against the pres- 
ence of American waraliips in Colom* 
blaa waten. Inaomneh aa war between 
Colombia and the T'nited States had 
not been declared, ami politely request- 
ed the Atlanta to leave tiie gulf, be- 
cause it belonged to Colombia, Com- 
mander Turner Ignored the request, 
and the Atlanta returned to Colon ^o 
report to Rr. Adm. Coghlan. 

Early in the morning of neccmber 

I. ") the Atlanta sighted a small schoon- 
er in the (iulf of Darien aiwl f(/llowed 
her to the western shore, where the 
schooner attempted to bide behind an 
islet. Lieut Harlan P. Petrill. of th« 
Atlanta, was ordered to board her, 
and thereupon a whaleboat was low 
ered and pulled towards the schooner, 

l.icut. I'crrill's boat's crew consisted 
of 12 men. On the first trip they wars 
unarmed, excepting four ravolvers. 
When the whaleboat approached the 
schooner 24 soldiers were seen seated 
on the side, nearest to th,' direction 
from which the Americ ans came, with 
rifles lying handily across their knees 
and pointing towards the whaleboat 
Gen. Novo, who la a Venesuelan by 
birth, and second In command of the 
Colombian forces, stood on the deck 
of the schooner and insolently called 
out in broken English: 

•What way is this to make war?" 

Lieut PerriU explained that it was 
not war. but a friendly vlalt Oen. 
Novo, however, refused to furnish htm 
with any Information. 

.\n interpret, r who bi nrded thfl 
schooner illscovrre;l that i: le had 7" 
to .S(t armed men, packed sardine-like 
in her hold. The Atlanta then sig- 
naled to Ueut Perrlll to return to his 
ship and later the lieutenant rettirned 
to the shore to visit Oen. Ortiz. This 
time he took with him a dozen rifles 
concealed in the how of tie whaleboat. 
In case' ol emergeucy. The whaleboat 
was rowed steadily towards the 
schooner, the excitement inrrenslng 
as she approached: but, vhen l.ieut. 
Perrlll went on shore Gen. Ortiz ap- 
peared en t':e beach and the excite- 
ment sibsided. 

Gen. Ortiz mad'- an eloriuent verbal 
protest againat the Americans' pres- 
ence, the Cotoimbtan troni)s rontlnu- 
ally cheering his remarks. Ho subse- 
(|ui'nlly committed his protvM to writ- 
ing The KeMi-ral si cim d uni et iain 
the l>e>;iiiiiiiif-' whether or not war had 
been (ierlarcd He left t*.e port Of 

CarUgena December 2 and some of 
the others declared they had been In 
the gulf for a month past condu! ting 
defensive and |)rei)aratory oi>eratio!is. 

The Colombians carefully and sys- 
tematically made efforts to avoid fur- 
nishing any information a« to what 
purposes had brought them to the gulf, 
or whether they were building a road 
towards the republic of Panama. But, 
it can l)e said reliably, that they are 
awaiting sui)erl»)r orders In the 
meantime there is strong probability 
that they are building a road towarda 
Panama. The distance separating Ti- 
tumati and Taviza Is 80 miles. 

The Colombians declared they had 
2,000 men between the mouth of the 
Atrato and TIburon, well supplied with 
food, clothing and ammunition. They 
also have aeveral pieces of artillery 
mounted advantageously at coastal 
points. Their demeanor, though po- 
lite, clearly showed hostility and deep 
chagrin at having been discovered. 
Many indications pointed to their In- 
tention of bringing further men aad 
auppliea t o tha gulf.
